His story of housing conditions
lat Newport Newn =o stirred the committes
|that & sub-committee comprising Chatr-
| man Fletcher and Senator Harding was
appointed to econfer to-morrow with the
proper government offlcials with o view
to obtalning Immediate rolief there and
elsewhere,

The testimony of Mr, Ferguson, for
17 years a naval constructor, made n
visible impression on the committes and
he was kept on the stand most of the
day. He did not hesitate'to criticlse the
shipping board and the emergency flest
corporation and held them to blame in
large measure for the slow development
of the government's program.

“The housing program.” Mr. Fergusem
declared, “is one of the most vital facing
the government in the conduct of the
war. You cannot get the ships unless
houses are provided for workmen. Wa
want to add 5000 men to our force and
there In nowhere In Newport Nows for
them to live. I understand that condi-
tlons elsewhere are equally as bad.

“There |5 no lmit to the amount of
ships this country can build If it really
setsn Itself to the task. The shipyards
already bullt and those building can turn
out five milllon tons of ships annually
under proper conditions and the eountry
could, If put to it, add still other vards
and produce ten million tons a year,
But it eannot be done without man power
and mian power' cannot be oblained une
less housing I8 provided,

It Ix Just as necessary for the govern-

ment 1o bulld houses for shipyard work-
ers as It Is for soldiers. It must do it if It
gets ships, If | had the power [ would
commandeer houses and T think the gov-
ernment should do thiv. There Is tulk of
working men two wnd three shifts. In our
yard we have not crrough men to work one
shift and in one howse 1 know of 18 per-
sons who are living in five rooms. We

have not the money to ™ ild houses and It >
is the duty of the government to put them
up. We are ready to furnis: the land.”
